Last Gap is Closed in 


the New Trolley 


Line. 


With the installation Tuesday of 


the crossing of the Pacific Electric 
and Southern Pacific 'Hues at El 
Monte, Loa Angeles and Covina now 
are linked by trolley. 
The building 


of the electric line that has been in 
prospect for about six years will 
soon be completed. 
Cars will be run 


between Los Angeles and Covina, it 
is promised, by July 1. 
A part of 


the line, from Los Angeles to Romona 
Acres, will DA opened tomorrow. 


A gang of men Tuesday placed in 


position. the steal crossing over the 
bracks of the Southern Pacific at El 
Monte, thus filling tbe last gap in 
the continuous electric road between 
Covina and Los Angeles, twenty-one 
and one-half miles distant, and the 
arrival of the car July 1 will signal- 
ize tbe completion of a work which 
the people of this city have been en- 
gaged since 1901, when the move- 
ment was started to secure a right of 
way for the electric line. 


Fifty thousand dollars was contri- 


buted by tbe people of Covina and 
adjacent territory to pay for the neo- 
esaary right of way, which la ample 
for four- track*,,,, and which extends 
from El Mont* to a point two mile* 
east oi'Cavlna. 


or Baldwin Park, one track so far 
has been laid. 
From Baldwin Park 


to Covina the line is double-tracked. 


In many ways this newest line of 


tbe Huntington system is the most 
remarkable of all. For the entire 
length it runs over a private right of 
way, and tbere are only three curves 
of any consequence between Covina 
and Los Angeles, a factor that will 
make for rapid time. 
It is expected 


that the local trains will make tbe 
run in three-quarters of an bour, 
while the "flyers" will make it in 
thirty-five minutes. 


The track is laid with eighty- 


pound steel, and the trolley wire is 
the heaviest, in use anywhere. 


The principal reason for this ex- 


treme cure to make tbe line substan- 
tial is that it is the preliminary 
stretch of tbe road that eventually 
will connect Los Augeles and River- 
side. 


Leaving Los Angeles, the new line 


follows the route of the old Sau Ga- 
briel Valley Rapid Transit Company 
from a point on Aliso street, just east 
of tbe river, thence over tbe route of 
tbis one-time "jerkwater" toRamona, 
and then oil in almost a straight line 
to Covina. 


On Thursday H. E. Huntington, 


accompanied by chief engineer Pills- 
bury, general passenger agent Mc- 
Millan, attorney Dunn, and several 
other prominent railroad men rode 
over tbe line, remaining in Coviua 
for over an bour.

Flower Show.

florist of the vicinity: 


"Plants to be exhibited in nota 


in the fall should be grown in tbe j 
pots, as it would not he possible to I 
move thorn satisfactorily at that time, j 
Cut blooms can be exhibited from 
plants grown in tbe ground. 
Plants 


can still be obtained, and should be 
set at once, as it is somewhat late 
now to plant them. 
Plants already 


growing are about ready to be headed 
back. 
At the top of each chrysan- 


themum plant from four to five buds 
appear, and all bat one should be re- 
moved. 
This is what is meant by 


heading back. 
New shoots will ap- 


pear at each joint of tbe plant, and 
every 
two weeks tbey should be 


broken off. The object of this is to 
leave only one flower on a plant, so 
aa to secure a large size. 
The plants 


require copious waterings so that the 
root* shall be kept well moistened. 
Water thoroughly once in two weeks, 
or every week if light soil or 'great 
heat appear to make it necessary. 
Keep the top soil well cultivated. 
Provide rich soil."

Do We Need • New High School? 


Editor of the Covina Argus— 


Dear Sir:- At, the 
recent 
maoa 


meeting I was asked to set forth the 
needH of a now high whool building. 
Many times since the question has 
been linked of me. 


Supposing that every patron and 


taxpayer of the district IB interested 
in the answer of this question, I beg 
the use ot your valuable columns to 
bring this before the people. 


It has been truthfully said that 


bricks and mortar and courses of 
study do not make a school, but 
earnest young men and women and 
ideals. 


It is also true that the education 


of twenty-five years ago was different 
from that of today, which needs a 
different equipment, 


Then it watt classical nod theoreti- 


cal; today it is HcieuUOe and practi- 
cal. 
That which sufficed in the day* 


of Garflold in inadequate today. 
The 


farmer of that period raised good 
crops by using the wooden mould- 
board plow and the brush barrow, 
bat the agriculturist of today must 
bave bi« dieo plow and bin spring- 
toothed harrow. Bo the school build- 
ing of today must have more than 
four walla, chairs and a teacher's 
deek. 
Modern education also de- 


mands that there IB sufficient room 
for efficient work. 


In Covina we bave, at the present 


time, 
a building containing four 


good recitation rooms, a physics lab- 
oratory, a commercial department, 
(the latter two are also used for rod- 
tuition purposes), a library and an 
awembly room. 


The chemical labratory, which is 


at present in the basement of the 
grammar building, is poorly lighted, 
illy 
ventilated 
and antiquated in 


equipment. 
Moreover the plumb- 


ing is poor and the general condi- 
tion such that it is difficult to do 
work which the universities will ac- 
cept. An overhauling of the plumbing 
and equipment within the next two 
years will cost from 1200 to $300 
and the building of a new room and 
equipment, 
near the present high 


uchool, 
would cost from $800 to 


$1000. 


The physical laboratory, with Its 


various tables and the delicate appa- 
ratus, is not the most convenient nor 
the most economical place, on ac- 
count of the danger of injury to the 
instruments, to hold recitations in 
other subjects. It has been necessary 
during the past year, and I bolievo 
before, to curry on the drawing in 
the commercial room.

models, 


Tvhich should bo undisturbed for sov- 
enil days, and the right position of 
the student, with his easel, have 
been almost impossible on account 
of tho high and broad tables used in 
the commercial depHrtment.

Now sparkling 
wine or pure water is used, and the 
change has many advantages, though 
tbo symbolism remains.
